Claim 34, line 11, after "symbols", insert — by a multiple of a predetermined 
phase angle — . 

Claim 39, line 9, after "wherein", insert — at least one unit band pass filtering and 
under sampling bins from transmitter to provide a signal corresponding to a fewer than all of the 
bins transmitted by the transmitter, and — . 

Claim 39, line 10, after "symbols", insert — by a multiple of a predetermined phase 

angle — . 
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Reason for Allowance 

2. Regarding claims 34-37, and 39-42, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a 
communication system employing radio frequency mixing frequencies to transmit and receive 
data symbols comprising a plurality of remote units, wherein at least one unit band pass filtering 
and under sampling bins from transmitter to provide a signal corresponding to a fewer than all of 
the bins transmitted by the transmitter, and the at least one unit is responsive to the at least one 
predetermined signal to adjust the phase of at least some of the received data symbols by a 
multiple of a predetermined phase angle, in combination with other limitations, as specified in 
the independent claims 34, and 39.
